Sao Francisco Installation 
To Provide More “Hydro” 


For Paulo Afonso 


An agreement has been con- 
cluded between the Union and the 
State of Minas Gerais for the 
building of the “Tres Marias” dam 
across the Sao Francisco River 
and the erection of a hydro-elec- 
tric power station of 500,000 kw 
capacity at the same place. 


To Take 5 Years 

The cost of the work, which is 
expected to take five years to com- 
plete, is estimated at Cr$7,500,- 
000,000 and is to be undertaken 
jointly by the Sao Francisco 
Valley Commission and CEMIG 
(Centrais Elétricas de Minas 
Gerais S.A.) which will be re- 
sponsible, respectively, for the 
dam and the power station. 

This important undertaking, 
said to be the third largest of its 
kind in the world, will benefit six 
different States through the sub- 
sequent establishment of irriga- 
tion works and the creation of an 
outlet for their agricultural and 
other products, hitherto made dif- 
ficult owing to the precarious na- 
vigation conditions on the Sao 
Francisco River.

In addition, the new volume of 
water available will enable the 
Paulo Afonso power plant to 
double its present production.

EXCHANGE NOTES 
AS OF END OF 1955 
The total of Brazil’s exchange 
notes in all monies registered with 
the Superintendent of Money and 
Credit and with the Bank of Bra- 
zil’s division of foreign exchange 
reached the sum of US$1,709,006,- 
000. This figure includes commer- 
cial transactions in arrears, prom- 
issory notes of exchange, sales in 
circulation and other notes. Bra- 
zil’s international reserves, in 
eight accounts, as of December 31, 
1955, totaled US$448,000,000, of 
which US$322,600,000 was in gold 
bullion and US$125,400,000 in dol- 
lar accounts.

NEW COMPANY FORMED 
FOR ELECTRIC POWER 


Under the terms of the recent 
law which authorized the Brazil- 
ian Government to form a new 
company, the Centrais Elétricas 
Brasileiras S.A. (Eletrobras), the 
Government will maintain control, 
through its 51 per cent investment 
in capital shares, over the activi- 
ties of the new enterprise. Initial 
capital of the corporation has been 
fixed at Cr$3,000,000,000, and is 
to be raised in the future to a min- 
imum capital of Cr$15,000,000,000. 

Eletrobras is to provide elec- 
tricity to those regions of Brazil 
not thought to be attractive to pri- 
vate capital investment. The new 
company will not only construct 
and operate electrical generating 
plants, but it will also produce 
specialized electrical equipment.

FOR IGUACU TOURISTS 
Speaking at Foz do Iguacu, the 
Brazilian Minister of Agriculture, 
Sr. Ernesto Dorneles, revealed that 
President Kubitschek had author- 
ized Cr$10,000,000 to rush the 
completion of the hotel now under 
construction for the accommoda- 
tion of tourists.
